Office Action Summary 
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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The request for reconsider of rejected claims 34-39 filed on has been considered 
and made of record. Claims 34-39 are now pending in this application. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 34-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for making stencil, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for “depositing material under the central portion of the stencil plate” (see 
claim 34, line 8). The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. 

4. Claims 34-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not known as to how the depositing of the material can be done “under the 
central portion of the plate” (see claim 34, line 8) when the plate is being set over the 
semiconductor device. It is noted that for the material to be filled under the central 
portion of the plate there must be a predetermine gap or spacer between the stencil and 
the semiconductor device therefrom, and the specification is silent about that. 
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Further, the amended subject matter such as “depositing and the subject 
matter of new claim 39 that make scope of the claim unclear because they directed to 
method of placing material by using the stencil instead of method of making the stencil 
alone. 



Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to rejected claims have been considered but 
are not persuasive because of the reasons provided from the above paragraphs 1-2. 

Applicants’ arguments under the heading “Remarks” pointing out disagreements 
with the examiner’s contentions (see page 3 of their “Remarks”). Applicant must also 
review the claim languages and the drawings in order to clarify the claimed subject 
matter. It is suggested that applicants may submit large, clear sketches, which shows 
the “depositing material under the central portion of the stencil plate”, etc. 

Also, the scope of the claims is unclear because the claims directed to a method 
of making a stencil however the claim’s limitation recites method for depositing the 
material in the opening and under the central portion of the plate “does not further limit 
the method of making a stencil which raise issues of 1 12 first and second. Further, it is 
not clear whether the recitation: “said plate”(claim 34, line 8) is directed to “the stencil 
plate” as previous mention in line 4 or not. 

For reasons above the rejections will be maintained for reasons of record. 
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Interviews After Final
